He Caſe of Proteſtant SubjeRts —_ be inevitably 


x Popiſb Prince, nothing more plain, nothing more 

> obvious to the Senſe and Reaſon of Men; it is as 
perſpicuous, that under ſuch a diſpentfation ,of Government, 
Proteflants muſt be miſerable, as to all 'Sence and Reaſon, their 


Dodtrin of Tranſubſtantiation is maniteſtly.nonlenſical : Whether 


we conſider it under any of theſe Heads; wiz.'From the Prin- 
ciples of the Church of Rowe ; from former Experience and 
Proof, and from the Spurrings on of Selt-Intereſt and Deſigns. 


From the Principles of the-Komifh.Church, ſuch a Prince muſt - 


not be benign to Heretical Subjzecas, for thereby he renders 
himſelf liable to the laſh and Cenſure of che Church ; a Roaring 
Bull of Excommunication may be dangerous of deyouring Him : 
He by favouring Proteftants,. becomes'treacherous ta;his.own 
Principles, in ſiding with thoſe which ſtand in .a compleat op- 


policion ro. the Dodrin and: Incereſt of thac:Church :- As He is 


pbliged by the Principles of the Romiſh Communion to.adbere 


to all che Tenents of that Church, ſo certainly is He -obliged 
by, his Office and Power t6 Extirpate all Dilfenters-from:that 
Communion ; elſe He is but an: half Son of their Church. and a 
very ſluggiſh and uſeleſs Inftrument for Propogating their Inte- 
reſt, yea and is in-danger of being Depoſed by the Popes Com- 
mand , for neglect of. his Duty and falſeneſs to his Truſt. 
Now if by favouring Proteſtents, . ſuch a Prince is not true to 
the Principles of that Church whereof be profeſſes himſelf a 
Member, but renders himſelf Obnoxious to the Laſh of Ex- 


communication, and the Cenſure of the Church, as alſo tobe 


deſpiſed as an uſeleſs ſluggiſh Tool, unfic for any Work ; yea 
in daily danper of being depoſed by an Edidt from his Holi- 
neſs; which cerrainly are noteligible by a Prince that eſpouſes 
the Rowiſh Religion. If this be the Danger ſuch a Prince in- 
curs by his defaulr of Perfecuting Proteſtants with the utmoſt 
Rigour and Violence ; then by no means can-:fuch Subjects be 


Jafe and happy under the Government of ſuch a Prince, then is 


ir the greateſt Folly and felf-flactery tor any to expect a quiet 
polſeſ 


miſerable and grievous under the Government of 
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ſeſfion of their Liberties, anda fate exerci.c ard free enjoy- 
ment of the Proteſtant Religion undtr the adminiſtration of a 
Fopiſh Government, : | k 55 REO.) 

And as a Pepiſh Prince is obliged by the Principles of the 
Church of Rome, and the Dorine of that Religion which he 
profeties, to perſecute with greateſt vigour, : and to extirpate 
with moſt violent Cruelty chofe of his Subje@s which adhere 
torhe Proteſtant Religion ; and therefore'can no hopes of Peace 
and Safety be entertain'd, that Proteftant Subjze&:; ſhould enjoy 
themunder a Popifb Prince. So manifeſtly will it appear trom 
the Prefidents of former time, (Matter of Fa& being the moſt 
convincing and cogent Argument in the World) to omit Re- 
Jations and Circumſtances, it will appear if we conſider Fu- 
lian the Apoſtate's Time, or under-the Reign . of Ferdinand 
King of Bohemia, the then. Caſe of Proteftants, what ſhall we 
need to inftance perſons or times, or relate their .Cruelties, 
they are manifeſtly known ; and fo well known, that hereto 
relate them would: caufe a Voluminous Bulk inſtead of a Com- 
pendious Treatiſe and Diſcourſe, But not to omit Q.. Mary, 


the Modern Popiſb Perſecution; with what cruelty, and inhu- 


manity were moſt Learhed and Pious Proteftants of that Age 
treated, [that refuſed to receive the Mark, of the' Bea$?, or to 
Worſbip his Image-? - Who were committed to the- mercileſs 
Flames, - and their. Bodies ſubjzeced:to the Mercy of thoſe whoſe 
tender Mercies are Cruelty. Now. if trom the Precedents of for- 
mer Ages, we can't find any other than mercileſs Cruelty ex- 


 erciſed- againſt 'Proteſtarts/ under a Popiſb Government, then 


what thinking Man in his Wits 'can expect otherwite ir futuro. 
For the Principles of Malice and Cruelty are icorporated in 


the Romiſh DoGrine; by virtue whereof every Papiſt is in 


duty oblig'd to extirpate Proteſtantiſn:, asfar as he can : ſo that 
moſt like of any to Devils are: the Popiſh Party, in that when 
they do-not hurt and miſchief; 'it is becauſe they.cannot, not 
becauſe they will 'nbt: Burt when Power was in their hands to 
hurt, 'they never ſpared any that refuſed to revolt from the 
Dofrine of the Scripture to their own corrupt Do&Grines and 
Traditions : this 1s eſſential to. their DoGrines and Principles ; 
therefore for any ro expe&t , that they ſhould be merciful to 


. Proteſtants, when they have Rule ahd Power 1n their hands, is 
a fooliſh and ungrounded: hope : unleſs we could reaſonably 


expect 
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expect they would prove falſe to their own! Principles, and 
deny the bloody Tenents of their own Religion. Bur. Oh 
how - greatly will their Malice and Blood-thirſtine(s '{\gell 
and encreaſe by the Commands aid Counterance of a Popifh 
Prince !- how miſerably will the Proteftants groan. under thoſe 
whoſe Nature is Cruelty and Tyranny, whegya Popiſh King and 
Government both ſers them on and encourages then ! FR 

It is alſo moſt per{picuouſly to be prov'd that Proteſtants can't 
be ſafe In their Kelzgzon or Liberties under the Adminiſtration of 


a Popiſh Government, by reaſon of the Spurrings on to Cryelty 
againſt them by Self-intereſt and Deſtgns ; every Man is inclined 


to carry on his owa Intereſt and deligns: hence 1s ir thas ac: 


cording to the diferent Inclinations of Men are diffe: ent Aims 


and Proje&s violently purſued : So a Covetous Man 'is- infa- 
tiably defirous of Gold, nothing can fatisfie him, but always 
cries out in his greedy and awaritions Deſeres, More, more:; 'is 


reſtlels in his deſigns for Wealth. The proud Man likewiſe 


ſpares not either for pains or cobt to, gratihie his -pride and ambi- 


tion; and ſolikewiſe in the other humours; Luſts and Intereſts 
of Men. The Popifh .Farty aim: that all Men ſhould bow to 
them; that all Men ſhould implicitly believe in' their Church : 
they -woald confine the Catholick, Church to the Church of Rome, 
and Exclude all Diſſenters from their Communion from a Capa- 


city of Salvation, under the dreadful Nomimation of Hereticks ; 


which great Uncharitabeneſs is ground. d on baſe and. ſiniſter 
Ends, as the propagating their Cauſe or Religion, . which becauſe 
Men naturally crave ſome Figg-leaves to coyer their Nakedneſs, 
ſome cover ot, Keligion, but by reaſon of their /icentious minds 


and pradices can't ſtoop' to the Life of ir as laid down in the 
Word of God: hence ele&. and embrace ſuch a Religzon which 
beſt diſpenſeth with their woluptuors Minds and pradlices ; 


and therefore /iking it; by reaſon it gives Toleration to their 
Enormities and Debaucheries ; and 1s the moſt conformable and 


agreeable with a voluptnons Life , cannot endure that herein 


their Luſts ſhould be crofs'd and diſappointed : fo becauſe they 
l>ve Darkneſs , therefore hate to come to the Light , le$f their 
Works ſhowld be made manife$, Or becaule their proud Minds 
can't ſubmit to Divine Inſtitution in Worſhip, through the ex- 
cels of pride and ſelf-ſufficiency : theretore cannot abide but 
that huinane InjunSGion and Traditions of their own ſhould be 

A mix'd, 
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mix'd, yea and have the preheminence in Worſiip above Di- 
vine —_— And becauſe rhey may find this K e/iyzon to be 
a Golden Religion, for though no Godlineſs is'to be fuund in 
it, yet much gain, (that is) not the gair of Godlineſs , but 
filtby Lucre : And theſe Men have no other deſigns than worldly 
promotion aud fulk.Coffers, which the Jeſuits, Priefts, 8&:. moſt 
vehemently purſue , therefore will not forbear wiolently ro 
ride over Proteſtants, and triumph in their ruin, being ſpurr d 
on by that which is moſt ſuitable to their avaritions Minds. 
Beſides, though I doubt nor, by moſt of the Feſuits, Popes 
Agents, &c. their own ends and advancement is oblſerv'd, yet 
alſo. ſome homage they pay to the Pope , for his Coffers muft 
be fil d, his Commands muſt be obeyed : then muſt the Eſtates 
of Proteſtants fill his Coffers ; then muſt their Lives be ſacrific'd 

to his Commands : which when power is in their hands, it has 
already been proved, they will never ſpare, and eſpecially ha- 
ving the Commands and Countenance of a Feſuited Prince. 

Now if the Popiſh Party aim at an univerſal Homage, to 
them when they are predominant, if that Religion which they 
adhere to be ſo pleaſing, becaule it fo well furts to their /icer- 
tions minds and pradiices, and are therefore incited with greateſt : 
eiolence and. force to maintain it againſt that Religion which 
ftands in a diametrical oppoſttion to it , either in denying the 
ſame Libertiniſm, or not receiving thoſe Injundions and Trad 
tions of their own which they 7mpoſe : Or if it be a bloody Ke- 
ligion, which by Blood and Cruelty does fill theis Coffers, and 

they Men of ſuch like Deſigns, and if ſpurred on by the Com- 
mands and Connienance of a Feſuited Prince, this their Malice 
and Cruelty wi.l be fomented, and their Rage have a free Courſe - 
then cannot Proteſtant Subjects live quietly and ſafely under a I 
Popiſh Government , but muſt expe& all the Diſpenſations of 
Cruelty, Miſery, and lamentable Oppreſſion. 

For, omitting all the Miſery and Sorrow that will befal their 
Perſons and Eftates, omitting their Houfes being plundered, their 
Throats cnt, their Eſtates ſequeſtred, their Wives raviſhed, their 
Children inbhumanly butcher d before their Faces : That which 
is worſe than theſe Temporal Ewils, their Religion will be pul}-d 
down, and their ſurviving Poſterity (which may perhaps efcape 
the hands of Temporal Cruelty) be brought under Sprritual Cap- 
tivity, and bare the Yoke.of Popery, ſuch a Toke that neither we 


Nas -_ 


nor cur Fathers were able to bear © whence will flow abundance of 


Temporal Evils,tor as the Prot-ftant Religion, as now eſtabliſhed 
by Law, includes many Temporal Blellings, as Enjoyment of 
Righr and Property,a quiet poflefſion of a Man's Eſtate,his Wite, 
Child:en, ſo Fopery brings in with ir many Temporal Evils, as 
Arbitrary Government, Cruelty and Oppreflion : But the Spi- 
ritual Evil is grear and damnable, and cutting to the hearr of 
honeft Proteſtants, that the Children of their own Bowels ſhoulJ 
become Vallials co the Popiſh Religion, and that they ſhould 
leave them behind them to be Educated in that Profefiion of 


Religion which will lead them to the Devil. Children all called 


in Holy Wrir the Heritage of Fathers, and theretore dear and 
precious to them 3;. therefore grievous muſt he the Conſidera- 
cion of Parents, to think that their ſurviving Poſterity ſhould 
be Vaſlals to Viilery and Slivery both Temporal and Spiritual ; 
But ſo they muſt be under a Popiſþ Government : therefore 
moſt ſad and lamentable will the Condition of ſuck Poſterity be 
under ſuch a Government, and dreadful muſt rae Conſideration 


of ihis be to thinking Parents. That Children are naturally 


dear to their Parents, appears by that Inſtance of Haly Writ 
above Cited, viz. That Children are the Heritage of Fathers, &c. 
That they muſt be miſerable and ſubjefted to Evils, both Tem- 
poral and Spiritual, under the diſpenſation of a Popiſh Govern- 
ment, appears from the Principles of that Government, wiz. 
Arbitrary governing , and conſequently Slavery , and not a 
certain Legal poſleſſion of a man's Property. Bur as to the 
Spiritual Evils which are greateſt, becauſe they reſpe& rhe 
Soul, and the permanent condition of man in a future State, 
are therefore of greateſt importance, and conſideration. That 
Religion wich is Orthodox and Confanant to the Scriptures, 
is the true Religion: But the Popiſh Religion oppoſes the 
Rule of Scripture, it therefore is falſe. The {ſum of Ortho- 
dox Faith and true Religion is to accept of that Savi- 
our which God hath propounded, and in the way he hath ap- 
pointed for the Salvation of men ; But the Papiſts neither ac- 
c. pt of that Saviour which God hath propounded, nor ur the 
way which he hath appointed for the Salvation of men,therefore 
they deny the ſum of Orthodox Faith, and true Religion. 
That the ſum of Orthodox Faith, ec. is to accept of that 


Saviour which God hath propounded, appears from that Scrip- 
| cure,

ture, viz. There is #0 other Name given under Heaven whereby Men can be 
Seved but only that of Feſws Chriſt. He is therefore the only Saviour, and 
there is none beſides Him, and 7 am the Way, the Truth, and the Life. The 
Way to the Father, &c. God hath appointed no other Way but by him 
Humane Salvation. nn. 
Now the Papiſts neither accept of that Saviour, for they rejeCt him, by 
aſſuming themſelves many Mediators,as the Virgin Mary,the Interceſiion 
of Saints, which is the peculiar Office of a Sayiour : Neither do they 
accept him in the way God hath appointed, for they mix the Merit of 
their owu Works with the Satisfa&7on of Chriit, and therefore render 
the Merits of Chriſt on none effect, and ſtand to Juſtification by the Law, 
which Paz! plainly declares in Rome. 3.10. As many as are of the Works 
of the Law, are uuder the Curſe : for it is written, Curſed is every one that 
continueth not in all things which are written inthe Book of the Law to da 
them. . | EE Tere” 
| Now that Religion which ſuppoſes the Fundamental Truths of Chri- 
ſtianity, renders the Profeſſors thereofand Adherers thereunto, incapable 
of Salvation, and obnioxious to eternal ruin. . . / 

The Do&rin of the Papiſts oppoſes the Fundamental Truths of Chri- 
ſtianity, in denying to accept of that only Saviour in the way which God 
hath propounded in his Word ; therefore the Doctrin of the Papiſts ren- 

ders the Profeſſors thereof obnoxious to eternal ruin. - 
So if the Comfort of good Parents is bound up intheir Children, then 
certainly that:the wholſom Principles of the rs ve Religion ſhould 
be raoted up by Popiſo Prieſts, Jeſuits, $c. .and inſtead thereof be. ſown 
"the Tares of damnable Popiſh Principles, which render the Profeſſors 
thereof obnoxious toeternal ruin ; the ſerious conſideration hereof would 
cauſe them to cry out Proh Dolor / Prob Gemitas / 

But for a further progreſs in this ſubjeCt, and to further demonſtrate the 
miſerable ſtate of Proteſtant Subjefs, when under the Government of a 
PopiſhPrincezwe will proceed to plainly diſcuſs it by way of Conference, 
| between thoſe two Capital Places England & Rome ; and fo enters Rowre. 
Rome. It is of much wonder tous, that the Fears and Jealoufies of a 
' Popiſh Prince ſhould put you Proteſtants into ſuch a Conſtcrnation. 
_ Eng. Itis no wonder, ſince your Principles are imbred and connatural 
to you, obliging you in point of Duty and Merit to the perpetration of 
all the moſt barbarous Cruelty againſt Proteſtaxts. 
Rowe. Our Principles are ſo eſteenied of you Proteſiants, rather out of 
Prejudice and Corrupt Opinion than from real Ground. 
- Eng. No, it is ſufficiently evident from Reaſon and Hiſtory,which give 
ſufficient teſtimony of the wickedneſs of your Principles, from the Cruel- 
ty and Barbarity of your Praftices, | | 

Rom. But that Hiſtory is falſe and corrupt and full of Prejudice, and 
therefore the Authors thereof not to be regarded. 

Eng. Nay, they are Authentick Authors, and were Men of known In- 
tegrity and Uprightneſs, haters of falſe Hiſtory, which is a ſuthcient In- 
ducement to the moſt wiſe and prudent of our Age both to believe them, 


and to fear the like under the like Circumſtances. 
bc OM Rom. 
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Rom. 'Nay, truly 1 rather judge 'em to be Perfons ill 
affected and diſcontent, full fraught with Jealouſies, and 
needleſs Surmiſes, which proceeds from the  tmorouſneſs 
of their Natures, together with the groundleſs Anripathy 
that they have to the Roman Church. 

Eng. Why do you think ſo? oY 

Rom. Pray how can I, or any Rational Man, judge 
otherwiſe, but that they are Perſons of the greateſt enm1- 
ty to Holy Mother Church, and would, if they could, 
let out her very Bowels, being ſocxtreamly incenſed againſt 
her ; when with open Mouth, they lay to her Charge, 
the perpetration of the moſt abominable Villanies, and Sa- 
vage Cruelties, which the Devil or Man cart invent ; 
nay, and thoſe too, which are indeed contrary to the 
very Principles of Morality and Goodneſs ; nay, even to the 
deſtruction of them: Which 1s indeed againſt common 
Reaſon, as I think, that any Society of Men ſhould fo 
far degenerate from the Principles of Goodneſs, and to 
act ſo contrary to that indehble Rule of Life, the Moral 
Law, ingraven upon their Hearts and Confciences, by the 
Finger of Heaven, as to become even worſe than the 
fierceſt of Savages. FE

poſts arr Tan Papa, has uſurped the Title of Univerſal Mo- 
narch over the Face of the whole Earth ; neither has 
this Monſter of Monſters reſted in the bare Title, but 
has likewiſe ſufficiently endeavoured to make it good: by 
his moſt ſubtle workings and undermunings, in Plotting 
and.

| Eng. That 1s becauſe you arc prejudiced in your Judg- 
ment, being immerſt in their falſe Principles, and Cor- 
rupted by Selt-intereſt, and ſome ſecret advantage or 
other, which that Religion affords you, either for ſome 
worldly advantage, or elſe to quiet an offended Conſci- 
encc, at ſome commutted Sin; or elſe with more caſe 
to commit ſome Sin, which by the ſtrength of Corrup- 
tion you are ſollicited to; for as you know full nr 7 
your Religion affords ſome groundlcfs helps, and filly 
thifrs for Ki theſe reſpects.

Eng. A Popiſh Prince, truly, does not without f rn 
cauſe (trike terror to Proteſtans Minds, having had fuch

Why, what of all that ? the paſt actions of Tyran- 
ny and Cruelty, of ' foregoing Princes or Governours, lay 
not a neceſſity upon ſucceeding Princes of the fame Re- 
ligion (in 7 any ſuch ſhould happen) to act the like 
Tyrannick Cruelty upon Proteſtant Subjects, for it 15 nox 
ſo much the Religion of a Prince, as his Natural Diſpo- 
ſition to acts of truly commendable Goodneſs or Benefi- 
cence, 'or to the Acts of Cruelty and: Injuſtice ; and 
therefore the Nataral Temperature and Conditions of 
Princes, are chiefly to be regarded, in caſes of their 
more Mild, or Rigid and Severe behaviour coward their 
Subjects. | —. 

Eng. What fay you;”Fhat Religion is not ſo much co 
be regarded in a Prince,' as to overſway his, Propenſions 
to Good or Evil? 

Rom. Yes, that I do, and dare avouch, that a Prince 
of the Roman Religion may be as truly vertuous, and act 
as great and worthy Acts of Juſtice, Equity and Right 
towards his Proteſtant Subjects, in reſpect of their juſt 
Rights, Properties and Religion, according to their Conſti- 
euted Government, as any Prince of the ſame Proteſtant 
Religion with his Subjects. 

Eng. I deny, that Religion has not the greateſt Influ- 
ence upon the Actions . of Princes, or Governours, to- 
wards their Subjects. 

Rom. Truly, I cannot deny, but that Ro has a 
grcat influence to Regulate the diforderly Aﬀections and 
unruly Paſſions of all ſorts of Perſons, and fo alſo of Princes
